The Bapqutt of TburidayertDiog rany be 
laid to baire bean tbo' cioge of Sir James 
Donglasl oQioinI coDuectioa with thia colony, 
in ai much as vre shall not in all probnbility 

have another opportunity of meotiug liim in 
publio as tho Governor of this colony ; al- 
though until the now Governor acianlly 
arrtvta Sir ' Jamos aotniaally. ralaina his po~ 
aitioD'tirtii'ally ho' bni retired from public 
life in this colony. For tlio last five years 
tba Governor has cxeroised a great influenoa 
amongst us, an influenco grentsr than any 
future GoTernor will bo called upon to cx«rt. 
We havo now sottled forms of government 
iritb vrbicb in 1858 we "ware iiot familiar 
except from our axperienco ot tbair working 
at homo, and oonsoquently much ^ras left for 
tbo personal direction of For Mnjosty's Re. 
presentativo in thia colony, which for tlio 
faturs will bo regulated by the local legis- 
latnre. It must be admitted by all impar- 
tial judges now that iba whole of the 
•dmiDtatiatioD of the present Governor can 
.be reviewedibat bis sway has not been un- 
Bnoossgful. There was a timo when Mr. 
Douglas was not so popular with the general 
publio as liQ now is, but llioro are few Gover- 
nors who have not during their terms 
oi office ezperieoeed great ohangn io the 
popular view talten of their administration of 
government. Tho boat answer to Sir James' 
ncousers is the publication of the despatches 
ralotivo to tho Crown lands, which show how 
thoroughly the Governor porforincd his duty 
towards the Crown nnd the public of this 
colony when the intereats of the Hudson Bay 
Company came in conflict with Iboso of tbo 
ooloniate. Many hold Iho opinion, previously 
to the publicalion of these despatches, llmt 
the Governor had loaned towards ihe Uud- 
aon Bay Company more than hie position as 
Governor justified him in doing. Human 
nature is weak, and thoie who were so ready 
to acouie Sir James of unpatriotic eonduct, in 
nil probability judged him hy their own 
standard of morality, and did not give him 
credit for that zeal for tho intarosts of the 
eounlry, which it has since been provad that 
he warmly exerted upon this most trying and 
important occasion. We are now able to 
judge of the past actions of tho Governor, by 
the results, and in einoerily nnd truth aro able 
to accord him that meed of praise which is so 
much mnro gratifying to offer, than aro re- 
flections upon shortcomings. Ills Kxcelloncy 
has lived amongst us long enough to gain tho 
respect of all whose respect is worth having. 
"VTbilst Sir James Douglas bas held the reins 
of Qovernraent we have at times difTorcd from 
him in opinion as to what was expedient for 
the interests of tho country, and liavo felt it 
out duly to oppose his admiuistraiion of 
affairs; but whilst diQariug from him in 
polilios, we have ever been ready to ac- 
knowledge and recognize his many good 
qualities; we give him full credit for honesly 
of purpose in all hia actions, and are free to 
acknowledf^o in looking baek upon his past 
career, that some of those publio aols which 
at the time did not appear to us to have beon 
conceived withe view to the interests of the 
people, and whieh'al the lime we opposed, 
now that we have a olue to tho motives, and 
aro able to judge them by their results, hove 
turned out better than we anticipated. We 
do not intend to say that we look upon Sir 
James Douglas as a model Governor ; such 
praise would be but fulsome flattery, which 
is by no means acceptable to a straight-for- 
ward English gentleman. Wo do, however, 
say that our retiring Governor will bear com- 
parison with any Colonial Governor of the 
prejent day. So far as tbo press of Victoria 
IS concerned, during hia rule in Vancouver 
Island, as it has spoken out freely and boldly 
against him as occasion arose, so now on his 
ceasing to occupy the highest poiilion in the 
colony we ctn honestly and faithfully say that 
our respect and best wishes will accompany 
Sii James Douglas in bis retirement. 

ENGLAND AND aBRMART. 

By ihs ai rival, on Thursday, of the bark 
Architect, the statement previouslj made of 
■ proposed armistice by England in the affairs 
of Sohleswig-Holstein, has baon conrinned. 
That proposition takes for ils bnji?, the 
evacuation of Schloswig, except Olson, or 
more pro; etiy speaking Alsen, by tho Danes, 
and ia supporlod by France, Bussia and 
Sweden. Austria, it is said, assents to Ihe 
armistice, but Prnssie refuses. In ths menn- 
tiiae, the Germans, with large reinforcemcnli, 
arc prcpariug to ullack the very island which 
Eiighitid slipulales sliould be relained, during 
the armislico, by Denmark. Alsen lies within 
a mile or so ol the main land, and alands at 
the entrance of the Liitle Belt. Should the 
Danes persist in their present determination 
to fight for it, their assailants will have some- 
thing to do before tl.ey gain possessiun of 
this itiipoitnut point. With the ovideuco, 
which tlio lalo news gives iiB, of the deter- 
mined spirit of aggression on the part of tho 
Gsrmanio powers, there is little ground to 
hope for a peacofiil issue, and wo may in all 
probability, through Prussia's folly, have a 
Kuropoan war, as dovaetating in its effacls as 
that uhich now rages on the American con- 
tinent. The cause of the Sohlcswig-Holstoin 
jnibroglio will bo speedily swallowed up by 
greater interests, and the aonflagration which 
has been lighted by the vanity and ambiiiuii 
of a few potty prinoes, will in all liklihoud 
assume luch dimensions as have not been 
witnessed since tho first Napoleonic period. 
It is by no means stningo thi.f should bu so. 
Wronf,'s havo been aoeumulating in almost 
ovLiy pivi t of Europe, which, like that great 
ouinigo that cried for redress en the Ameriean 
continent, only need the opportunity of the 
noite and smoke of battl6 to tight tbemsclvei 
by the dernier rcssort. 

It matters little on what proloncQ the torch 
is lighted. When Beauregard attacked Fort 
Sumter it was only the eTasuatioa of a few 
nnhurmcd Federal Boldiersi bnt.tbB iar-seeing 
observed in this almost trivial incident, the 
dealb-b!ow of slavery on Iho American con- 
tinent. Tho present war in the North of 
Buiopo luis commenced on preluiicos jiut as 
wide from the reul issue us those which lir.t 
urgeil Kuutli Caruliiia to take tho aggressive 
step, and will in all probabilitr ndranco to- 
' wards as grave resulti. In both cnsoa good 
^ faith was broken' 6y Iho aggressors. 'I'h« 
' treaty of London has been as ,nrossly violated 
by Anr.lria and I'mssia as was tho constitu- 
tion of the United Slates by Soulh Cuioliuo. 
Deiiinnrk has, for Iho tirjo being, been forced 
to evacuuts territory 8bo_ considers her own-t- 
end which the principal European powtors havo 
gaaranlced her, under certain conditions, by 



treaty. Wiiether tho Danes havo broken 
their stipulations, as (ho Germans allege, is 
a question for tho Powers to consider ; nt nii 
events Austria and PriiSsia havo violated 
their engagements, and assisted the bum» 
bailiOs of Prince Augaitacbur^ In carrying 
out a forcible ejectment. In the meantime 
affairs are not by any laeans in tho best of or- 
der in other par'.s of Kurope. When wulook 
St tho still active insarreeiion in I'oland ; at 
tho aspect of Hungary, with Kossuth again 
in activity ; at tho !infiiiti«factnry stato of 
alTaits at Homo ; at Garibaldi on the qiu vivi, 
and the Italian qiioslion still an unfin- 
ished problem ; who can pay where war is 
likely to Isrminale, if once beyond the bound- 
aries of the disputed Duchies ? 

Ilad England, as a free country, exerted 
herself more in the cause of Iho suEfeiing nnd 
struggling nationalities, she would not to- 
day have been h'o nervously an.tious at every 
iiidicaliuu of dislurbaiicu in Em'ope. Wu 
are sorry to Lay, however, thro"gl. Court in- 
fluence,! dynasties, .and not peoples, tbave 
bobafitted by our policy. Hungary and Po- 
land might have been now gre:itcr consorvors 
of peace and more eUVctive preservers ot tho 
much-talked-of bulunc;; of posver tlian that 
Germanic ICingdum, whicli wo have always 
felt 80 deeply interested in Imviug preserved 
intact, j 1 be advantages of our quasi-ailianoe 
with this race inay bo summed up in compli- 
cations and pension liils — ending at lonirth 
in our being placed in tho pre.ieiit most awk- 
ward and serious dilomma. Fur if wo !\llu\v 
Denmark to be ovsrp.jworuil by Garmany' 
we furfeit every claim to honor and oouragti> 
'and' beeome.the quiescent spectator of an out- 
rageoui violiitibn of good faith, in which the 
victim is our closest furcign relation. While 
on tho other hand, if we lake np arms in the 
cause of Denmark, we ;.'ivo to Louig Napol- 
eon that nuich covctcil Ojiportunity of enlarg- 
ing his terriio.y at iho exporiao of Germany. 
Looking at these altarDativei, however grave 
the latter may be, what British subject does 
not rathar wish to risk it than see these pot- 
valiant bullies of llio (lerimui I'rincipalities 
— these men, who have, with lh(>ii' Trnssian 
and AuElrinn co)i/}'tif subniiltcil at Ih!iiih to 
political dograUatiunj that whould not havg 
been borne by the aubjaots of the Emperor 
of Ohina— conquer a >aoe that has preserved 
its individual rights as determinedly an our- 
•elve.s. We can havo no .sympathy with 
those liismarkg and their slaves ; and if the 
dream of German unity in tho probabla ap- 
proaching general conflict becomes forever 
dissipated, and the Bhine forms the boundary 
of ambitious France, German vanity and bad 
faith will havo to charge themselves with the 
result. 

No doubt wo havo to thank Lord John 
Russell for this prospective grneral European 
war. It is hit nervous and timid policy that 
has enooaraged the Austrian and Prussian 
to become suddenly so belligerent. Not con- 
tent with turning our expensive Crimean 
war to tho inisl profiUesa aoconnl ; not 
satisfied with assuring the Russians that no 
breach of treaty, no inhuman cruelty on 
their part tq an oppressed raco could induce 
England to declare war ; Ibis specimen o^ 
aristocratic statesmanship now as before at- 
tempts to bring the country into the greateat 
of humiliations. II', however, tho Germans, 
as appearances indicate, and as we might 
expect from po-vora who have been so fre- 
quently beaten in war, are determined to push 
their temporary ad raniages against a weaker 
nation, no British Cabinet eould bold to- 
gether one week that would desert tho Danish 
cause. The iioxl tjowa will, tlierofi,ro. decide 
tho nnitler. In the meantime Louis Napoleon 
has a (luiet laugh at our predicament, biding 
his own good time to turn his neighbors' mis- 
forlunoii to his own profit.

Tho 
following nro the reinarltsof hia lloyal High- 
noia lliG Fiold-.Marslial Coinmanding-in-Chiof 
on tho general nourt-marlial held at Alder- 
sbott for tbe trial of the abovo-named olhcor : 
llousB OcAUDS, Jan. H. 1864. 

After a patient and prutrnciad trial, tho 
oourt-marlialon Licnt.-Col. Crawley has been 
brought lo a elose by the full aud honoroble 
B0(]uittal of that officer. 

The .fudge- A-dvocate General has sub- 
niitted to hor Majesty to confirm and approve 
the proceedings, and tbe Field-Marshal 
Coinmanding-in-Chief b|k> recoinmonded to 
her Majesty that tbe vardiet of ths court 
aheuld be now carried out. 

I/isutenant-Colonsl Crawley will Ihoroforc 
reauino the conainand of Ihe 6lh Inniskilleii 
DraHooiia witii the least ponsiblo dolny, and 
his Uoyal llif^hnosa trusts that ho will prove, 
hy tact and judgment in the parformniica of 
his duties, that ho nppruclales the impoilaiiec 
of his poaitiou ns a commanding officer, and 
that the paiiirul oxperience of the past has 
not loeii lost upon him. 

For it ia only hy a liajipy combination of 
temper, judgment, nnd discrelion, united with 
firinncss, that Iho command of a regiment 
can he properly csnueclcd, and ths more 
diilieult ths elements wilh which a com- 
manding officer may havo lo deal, the more 
requisite is it for him to possess and exeiciso 
tho.n (luiilificationa for oouuiiand. 

The Court lias remarked on the animus 
displayed by Major Swindley in giving hia 
(vidoncs, and has further noticed the ovaaive, 
hesitating, and unsatisfactory character of tlie 
ovidentc of Surgeon Tarnbull and Z^ienteoant 
and Adjutant Fitzsimen. 

In Ibo proceedings of tho Mbow oourt- 
martial both Major Swindley and Surgeon 
Tnrnbull were similaily relleolod upon. 

Hia lioyal Highness w«j disposed on that 
occaaion Iu give these oliicora a further trial, 
and did not remove them at that period Irom 
the Inniakillen Dragoons, but bo feels tbat 
ht cannot again treat them with a like le- 
niency. 

.Major Swindley hna, nnforlunalnly, not 
availed himself of the forlieiirnnco then 
ahown te him. Ho has not ceased to eiilor- 
liiiii fcoliiiga which atrilcs at tho root of all 
discipliiin. 

His continuaac* in the Qth Dragoons can 
thcrcloio no longer be permitted, and he will 
be removed from tho regiment accordingly. 

Surgeon rurnbull, in like manner, has laid 
himself open to tho gravest oensurc. Hia 
condust with reference to the entries in tho 
hospital records, will become the suhjoot of 
further inquiry, and, should bis explanations 
not prove satisfactory, most serious notice 
raist necessarily ba taken of his prooeed- 
inga ; but, at all events, bit oontiapaopa in 
tho luniskillen Dragoons 'bill' beoomo im- 
pogaihlc. 

Lieutenant and Adjutant Pilzaimon has 
by big retilios and evasive annwers proved 
himsilf utterly unfit for tho posl of adjutant, 
tba duties pf whioh he ha« cnrricd out in so 
unB»tislaclory a manner, as proved by his 
own ovidsnuo, 

II is furlber moil luidusirablo that In) 
should oonliiiuB in lha Cth Dragoons.
